Bangor. Me., Oct. Z. — The open season 


for big game in Maine began Saturduy, 
and, so far as ditr are concerned, the 
sportsmen will have plenty to shoot at. 
As for mouse, there are many and con- 
flicting storirs, while everyone agrees 
that caribou are very scarce. 
There 


seems to be no doubt that moose are be- 
coming fewer and fewer every year, and 
persons competent to Judge say that un- 
less 'the laws are made more stringent 
the moose will soon disappear alto- 
gether from this state, where once they 
were so numerous. 


The laws have certainly operated to In- 


crease- the number of deer in Maine, for, 
notwithstundlriK the great number* 
killed in the past Tew years, especially 
8lix:e the construction of the Bangor 
and Aroostook railroad made the deep 
woods easily acconsa-bltt reports come 
from all around that deer are more nu- 
irifvoup than ever. 
In ^omo sections 


the=(- Jiu'malK have actually been a 
nuisance Uu: Ing The .summtr, destroying 
«;:o\vinK crop*, for which the farm-rs 
have no redress. It is a common thing 
fur d< or to enter the streets of towns In 
northern and eastern Maine, and they 
arc ficqucntly peen in the near suburbs 
of H.'uiKor. A ffW moose, too, have been 
fipt-n, tins year within 15 miles of thr- oity, 
anil they seemed to have approached 
marer the coast than usual. Of the 
Caribou, however, there are no reports, 
except that the animals appear to have 
forsaken their old haunts.

It is estimated to have already had con- 
siderable eff«.ct In putting a stop to 
poaching. The game commissioners are 
credited with having accomplished a 
great deal of good with the small ap- 
propriation at their disposal, only about 
JUOOO of the $25,000 being available for 
Ihe protection of big game, the re- 
siaindf r being devotfcd to thv propogatlon 
of fish. 


It is believed to be altogether likely 


that some further changes will be made 
In the game laws next winter. Petitions 
•will be numerous, asking for all kinds1 of 
laws, but the changes most generally ad- 
vocated will be to provide for a close 
time on moose for five years, prohibition 
of the marketing of game birds, and the 
abolition of the bounty of $5 per head 
on bears. Experienced sportsmen claim 
that without absolute protection for 
five years, moose soon will be extermi- 
nated in Maine, and as It is estimated 
that every visiting sportsman who gets 
a moose spepds $500 h-ere, the animals 
seem to be worth saving. 


Partridges are very scarce this year, 


and It is claimed that if the market 
hunters cannot be stopped thejje will 
soon be none of these birds in the state. 
As for the bears, the bounty of $5. added 
to the price of the skin, has made it an 
object for hunters to take all they can 
get, by shooting or trapping, and it Is a 
fact that it is better sport to kill a bear 
than to kill a dozen deer, and hence thv; 
proposition to abolish the bounty and 
bring a chance tor his life.

William 
C.' Case of Hnrifortl|ana Mai-cup A- Hoi- 
comb of South! ngton, Oxley's attorneys, 
were with the father and brother Al- 
bert In court. Oxley was arraigned this 
morning before Judge Carroll, who made 
a continuance 6f two weeks by request 
of Prosecuting Attorney Giddin&s. 


Rose and Clara Drayton, the colored 


servants of the fugitive midwife, and 
Harry Guiiford, her son, were also ar- 
raigned. 
Th'e charge of attempting to 


procure an abortion, on which Guiiford 
Was arrested, was withdrawn and the 
charge of manslaughter was substitute 
Pd. His bail under the new charge has 
been fixed at $2000. instead of $3000. 


EudoraGuilforddid not appear in court, 
h«r bondsman having arranged matters 
so that she was relieved ot the ernbar- 
rasBment. All of the cases were con- 
tinued for two weeks, but Judge Carroll 
has notified tho prosecuting attorney 
that he must be prepared to proceed to 
establish a prima, facie case when the 
prisoners are again arraigned. 


The announcement of Nancy Guil- 


ford's arrest caused a small sensation 
here. Pa*aer»by thronged the board on 
which the bulletins were displayed, and 
general satisfaction was expressed. Su- 
perintendent Birmingham said of the 
arrest: "I have felt sure that they 
would g«t her, and am not surprised, tor 
t,h» chase after her wa« too (lot for her 
to escape."

or not, and In consequence dfd not know 
whether the woman arrested was his 
client. H« said that Budora <3uilford 
had not told him where here mother 
was, but had said that sha did not know 
aa she had not heard from her.

WASHIX<JTOS, Oct. 2.—The naval au 


thorities have under consideratiou plans 
for the building of now ships to replace 
tho training aud practice ships now 
used by the navy. The Portsmouth, 
Jamestown, Enterprise, SI. Mary's and 
other -wooden vessels which have for so 
many years been doing duty in this ser- 
vice are becoming so old that tho day 
of their retirement is practically at hand 
and it is necessary to prepare for their 
replacement. 


Those wooden vessels will be replaced 


in kind, and the liuos of vessels retired 
trill bo followed as far as practicable in 
the construction of the now. 


Xaval Constructor J. O. Tawresey of 


the Portsmouth navy yard has sug- 
gested that two or three of those wood- 
en •vessels could be constructed eco- 
nomically from lumber and material 
which Las been lying for years m the 
Portsmouth navy yard. Previous to 
tbe Civil War tho Government owned 
its own oak forests and brought great 
quantities of lumber from the South 
to Northern ua\y yards, there to lie 
until seasoned. Much of thig material 
was stored at Portsmouth aud since the 
coming of the modern ships has laiu 
unused at the navy yard. Mr. Taw- 
re »ey has 
informed th* department 


that the lumber iu the yard is sufficient 
to build throe ships of the required 
typo and suggests that the vessels be 
constructed at the Portsmouth yard. 
Commodore Hichborn has commented 
favorably ou the plan, and it is prob- 
able that tho suggcbtiou of Mr Tavi- 
resey w ill be given consideratiou by the 
secretary of the navy and proposed to 


grObs during the winter. It is esti- 


mated that the ships «ill cost about 
is'JIIO.OUO each, and this amount will be 
asked from congress. 


As has previously been stated, it is al- 


so proposed to restore the old Constitu- 
tion. The old plans and drawings of 
the famous \essel are preserved iu tho ( 
bureau of construction of the ilpnnrt- tla-'
